If you will look on a 
map of Ohio (in the top br@hthand corner of the 
map) you wil] find Delphos right at the inter~ 
section of 3 counties, Van Wert, Alle n and 
Putnam. This type of fair was common in the 
mid west in the 20s and 3s, and many times more 
than one county particpated in it rather than 
having a one-county fair as we do out in the west. 


With regard to the Model Shows of America, 
that was one of the larger carnavals in the 30s. 
I will offer $7.50 for 1t, even though I do have 
a copy of its I try to pick up all circus tokens 
I can with the idea of some day making a checklist 
of such tokens.
